No. 1249M.—The 17th April 1920,--In pursuance of section 37F. of the 
Bengal Municipal Act, 1884 (Bengal Act III of 1884), it

(a) The town of Budge-Budge is situated on theteft bank of the river 
Hooghly and lies within its tidal reach. During the rains the tide rises as 
highas 20:00 and falls to as low as 6:00 and the ordinary tide is about 17°50. 
The average ground level of the town ranges between 17°00 and 21°00 and 
there is a protective embankment with sluices along the bank of the river. 
The roads are mostly embanked and high, except in a few places the road- 
side drains are deep and’ wide. There are innumerable insanitary tanks and 
ditches within the town. A surface drainage scheme was prepared by the 
Sanitary Engineer, Bengal. In this scheme the silt-laden water introduced 
through sluices when the river isin flood circulates through the low places 
in the town, and drains out the water when the river is low. Provision has 
been made for the construction of the necessary regulators and sluices and 
for improving the bed of the existing drains, making them pucca where 
necessary. — 

(6) The estimated cost of the scheme is Rs. 28,070, excluding the cost of 
acquiring lands on the side of the drains amounting to Rs. 1,178.
